You 
muſt firſt take care that your 
Definition of Avarice may not 
be a Miſtake. 'You {are to 
examine every Circumſtance 
of your Husband's Fortune, 
and weigh the Reaſon - of 
every thing you expect from 
him before you have right 
to pronounce that ſentence. 
The Complaint is now ſo ge- 
neral againſt al! Hurbards, 
that it giveth great ſuſpicion 
of its being often ill-groun- 
ded ; it is impoſſible they 
ſhould all deſerve that Cen- 
ſure, and therefore it: 1s cer- 
tain 
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tain, that it is many times 
milapplied. He that ſpareth' 
in every thing is an-inexcuſa- 
ble Niggard ; he that ſpareth. 
in nothing is an izexcnſable 4 
Madman. The mean is, to 
ſpare in what is leaſt neceſſa- 
ry, to lay out more liberally 
in what is moſt required in 
our ſeveral circumſtances, 
Yet this will not always ſatis- 
fie. There are Wives who 
are impatient of the Rules of 
Oeconomy, and are apt to 
call their Hzsband's Kindnels 
in queſtion, if any other mea- 
ſure is put to their expence 
than that of their own Fan- 
cy.

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Privilege of good Looks in 
another, or preſuming, with- 
out ſufficient reaſon upon her 
own. Her Diſcourſe is a ſenſe- 
leſs Crime of empty Words, a 
heap of Compliments ſo equal- 
ly applied to differing Per- 
ſons, that they are neither va- 
lud nor believ'd. Her Eyes 
keep pace with her Tongue, 
and are therefore always in 
motion. One may diſcern that 
they generally incline to the 
compaſſionate ſide, and that, 
notwithſtanding her pretence 
to Vertue, ſhe is gentle to di- 
ſtreſſed Lovers, and Ladies 
that are merciful, She will 
repeat the tender part of a 
Play ſo feelingly, that the 
Company may gueſs, without 
Injuſtice, ſhe was not altoge- 

ther 
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ther a diſintereſſed Specłator. 
She thinketh that Paint and 
Sin are concealed by railing 
at them. Upon the latter ſhe 
is leſs hard, and being divided 
between the two oppoſite 
Prides of her Beauty and her 
Vertue, ſhe 1s often tempted 
to give broad Hints that ſome 
body is dying for her; and 
of the two ſhe is Jeſs unwil- 
ling to let the World think 
{he may be ſometimes profan d, 
_ that ſhe is never worſhip- 
e 
5 Very great Beauty may per- 
haps ſo dazle for a time, that 
Men may not ſo clearly ſee 
the Deformity of theſe Mfecta- 
tions ; But when the Bright- 
zeſs goeth off, and that the 
Lover's Eyes axe by that 7

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ſet at liberty to ſee things as 
they are, he will naturally re- 
turn to his Senſes and recover 
the Miſtake into which the La- 
day's good Looks had at firſt en- 
gaged him. And being once 
undecetved,ceaſeth to worſhip 
that as a Goddeſs, which he 
ſeeth it only an artificial Shrine 
moved by Wheels and Springs, 
to delude him. Such Women 
pleaſe only like the firſt O- 
pering of a Scene, that hath 
nothing to recommend it but 
the being new. They may be 
compared to Flies, that have 
pretty ſhining /77zgs for two 
or three hot Months, but the 
firſt could Weather maketh an 
end of them; ſo the latter 
Seaſon of thele fluttering Crea- 
tures is diſmal : From their

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neareſt Friends they receive 
a very faint Reſpect; from 
the reſt of the World, the ut- 
molt degree of contempt. 

Let this Picture ſupply the 
place of any other Rules which 
might be given to prevent 
your reſemblance to it. The 
Deformity of it, well conſide- 
red, is Inſtruction enough; from 
the ſame reaſon, that the ſight 
of a Drunkard is a better Ser- 
mon againſt that Vice, than 
the beſt that was ever preach d 
upon that Slj ect. 
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A having ſaid this a- 

ainſt Vanity, I do not 
. to apply . ſame Cen- 
ſure to Pride, well placed, 
and rightly defined. It is an 
ambiguous Jord; one kind 
of it is as much a Vertue, as 
the other is a Vice: But we 
are naturally ſo apt to chuſe 
the worſt, that it is become 
dangerous to commend the 
beſt ſide of it. 

A Woman is not to be 
proud of her fine Gown ; 
nor when ſhe hath leſs Wit 
than her Neighbours, to com- 
fort her ſelft that ſhe hath 
more Lace. Some Ladies put 
H 3 ſo 
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ſo much weight upon Orna- 
ments, that if one could ſee 
into their Hearts, it would 
be found, that even the 
Thoughts of Death is made leſs 
heavy to them by the con- 
templation of their being 
laid out in State, and honour- 
able attended to the Grave. 
One may come a good deal 
ſhort of ſuch an Extream, and 
yet ſtill be ſufficiently In- 
pertinent, by ſetting a wrong 
Value upon things, which 
ought to be uſed with 
more indifference. A Lady 
muſt not appear ſollicitous 
to ingroſs Reſpe# to her ſelf, 
but be content with a rea- 
ſonable Diſtribution, and al- 
low if to others, that ſhe | 


may have it returned to her. 
She 
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She is not to be troubleſomly 
nice, nor diſtinguiſh her ſelf 
by being too delicate, or if or- 
dinary things were too courſe 
for her ; this is an aunmanner- 
y and an offenſive Pride, and 
where it is practiſed, deſer- 
veth to be mortified, of 
which it ſeldom faileth. She 
15not to lean too much upon 
her Quality, much leſs to de- 
ſpiſe thoſe who are below it. 
Some make Quality an Idol, 
and then their Reaſon muſt 
fall down and Worſhip it. 
They would have the World 
think, that no amends can 
ever be made for the want of 
a great [itle, or an ancient Coat 
of Arms : They imagine, that 
with theſe advantages they 


ſtand upon the higher Ground, 
H 4 which: 
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which maketh them look 
down upon Merit and Vertue, 
as things inferiour to them. 
This miſtake is not only 
ſenſeleſs, but criminal too, in 
putting a greater Price upon 
that which is a piece of good 
lack, than upon things which 
are valuable in themſelves, 
Laughing is not enough for 


ſuch a Foly 3 it muſt be ſe- 


verely whipped, as it juſtly de- 


ſerves. It will be confeſſed, 
there are frequent Temptation: 
given by pert Opſtarts to be 
angry, and by that to nave 


our Judgments corrupted in 


theſe Caſes : But they are to 
be reſiſted z and the utmoſt 
that is to be allowed, 1s, when 


© "thoſe of a nem Edition will 


forget themſelves, ſo as either 
tO 
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to brag of their weak ſ/de, or 
to endeavour to hide their 
Meanneſs by their Inſolence, 
to cure them by a little ſeaſo- 
nable Naillery, a little Sharpneſs 
well placed, without dwelling 
too long upon it. 

Theſe and many other kinds 
of Pride are to be avoided. 
That which is to be recom- 
mended to you, is an Emula- 
tion to raiſe your ſelf to a 
(Character, by which you may 
be diſtinguiſhed; an Eagerneſs 
for precedence in Vertue, and 
all ſuch other things as may 
gain you a greater ſhare of tie

A Pride 
that raiſeth a little Anger to 
be out-done in any thing that 
is good, will haveſo good an 
Effect, that it is very hard to 
allow it to be a Fault. 

It is no eaſie matter to car- 
ry even between theſe differ- 
ing kinds ſo deſcribed ; but 
remember that it is ſafer for 
a Moman to be thought too 
proud, than too familiar. 
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H E laſt thing I ſhall re- 
recommend to you, is a 
wiſe and a ſafe method of u- 
ling Diverſions. To be too 


eager in the purſuit of Plea- 
ſure 
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ſure whilſt you are Tourg, is 
dangerous; to catch at it in 


riper Tears, is gaſping a ſha- 


dow; it will not be held. 
Beſides that by being leſs na- 
tural it groweth to be inde- 
cent. Diverſions are the moſt 
properly applied, to eaſe and 
relieve thoſe who are Oppreſ- 
ſed, by being too much im- 
. Thoſe that are Idle 

ve no need of them, and 
yet they, above all others, give 
themſelves up to them. To 


unbend our Thoughts, when 


they are too much ſtretched 
by our Cares, is not more na- 


tural than it is neceſſary, but 


to turn our whole Lives into a 
Holy day, is not only ridicu- 
lous, but deſtroyeth Pleaſure 
Inſtead of promoting it. The 
Mind 
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Mind like the Body is tired by 
being always in one Poſture, 
too ſerious breaketh, and too 
diverting looſeneth it: It is 
Variety that giveth the Reliſh 
ſo that Diverſions too fre- 
quently repeated, grow firſt 
to be- indifferent, and at laſt 
tedious. Whilſt they are well 
choſen and well timed, they 
are never to be blamed ; but 
when they are uſed to an Ex- 
ceſs, though very Innocent at 
firſt, they often grow to be 
Criminal, and never fail to be 
Impertinent. | 
Some Ladies are beſpoken 
for Merry Meetings, as Beſſus 
was for Duels. They are in- 
gaged in a Circle of Idleneſs, 
where they turn round for the
